Engines at the 
top of each plane pulled up four cars 
ata time, The ascent on the east side 
measured 1,398 feet, Then there was 
a tunnel of 880 feet and a descent of 
1,172 feet on the western side, Pass- 
engers on canal boats entered the cars 


at Hollidaysburg and were carried over |

Later boats were built so that they 
could be taken apart into three or four 
sections and placed on a car for the 
trip over the mountains, The construc-

WHO DISCOVERED AMERICA? 


Priority of Visit of Norsemen to Nova 
Scotia Fully Proven 
Antiquarians in London have been 
greatly interested by the arrival of 
the celebrated Runic Stone from Yar- 
mouth, England, which is now being 
exhibited in the Canadian Pacific of- 
fices at Charing Cross; and a wordy 
scientific discussion has arisen as to 
whether Columbus was the true dis- 
coverer of America, or whether the 
Norsemen arrived there centuries be- 
fore him, The history of this stone 
is a romantic one, For centuries it 
had reposed on the shore of the Bay 
of Fundy, near the town of Yarmouth, 
in Nova Scotia, before, at the end of 
the 17th century, it was discovered by 
the owner of the farm upon which it 
lay—a Dr. Fletcher. Looking at it 
closely, he found to his amazement 
some strange characters inscribed up- 
on it, unlike any Indian or other signs 
with which he was acquainted. 
Gradually news of his discovery 
leaked out, and tracings were taken 
of the letters and circulated to scient- 
ists ths world over. The rock, how- 
ever, remained a mystery until, in 
1875, a well known antiquarian, Mr. 
Henry Phillips, of Philadelphia, came 
upon ths scene. Hi: investigations 
proved that the inscription was no 
fake, nor was it the work of scma 
long-forgotten redskin. fe 
Eventually the key was revealed to 
him, and he found the lettering to be: 


“Harkussen Men Varu” (Harka’s Son} 


Addressed the Men). Fired by his 
success the sentence was’ circulated 
amongst historians, with a request for 
assistance in tracing the son of Har- 
ka, A response soon came, The name 
of Harki was found in an old history 
describing the voyage of two Norse 
chieftains, who left Greenland in the 
year 1007 on a voyage of discovery. 
Harki was a chieftain, and the rec- 
ords showed that the expedition had 
set sail for Vinland (Massachusetts), 
but en route had landed in Newfound. 
land and in Markland (Nova Scotia). 
Mr. Shillips concluded that, after the 
Norsemen had landed, this stone had 
been carved with an inscripticn in 
commemoration c/ the event. The 
stone is now on its way to the Nor- 
wegian Centenary Exhibition, whica 
opens in Christiania, and it will be one 
of the great attractions, for the Nor- 
wegians are immensely proud of the 
valiant deeds of their Viking ancest- 
ors, whose descendants ure today to 
be found farming in Wastern Canad» 
and on the fertile prairie lands ot the

RAIN B W!RELESS 


Wet Weather to Order is Now the Ain, 
of the Scientists 

Weather control—rain ordered for 
midnight, day after tomorrow—may bo 
a wireless victory in the next genera: 
tion. Now it is weird and visionary, 
but Sir Oliver Lodge, who is in the 
top rank of living scientists, thinks 
it not improbable and is now calling 
on his fellows to begin wireless 
studies with this purpose in mind. 
The more there is discovered about 
the way wireless telegraphy works 
the more it is evident that weather 
and wireless waves are tangled witi 
each other. 

Almost every one knows that wire- 
less telegraphy works better by night 
than by day and-has peculiar jumps 
of efficiency at sunset. A wireless 
operator on shipboard in the far forth 
found that during a display of the 
aurora borealis the northeriu lights 
were widely disturbed when he sent 
out wireless signals from his ship. 

The growing theory concerning th» 
way wireless waves follow the curve 
of the earth is in simple language that 
the upper layers of the air form a sort 
of magnetic cushion against which 
the wireless waves can bound along. 
Sir Oliver wishes to have experiments 
made by discharging very powertul 
wireless waves from kites under all 
kinds of weather conditions in order 
to uscertain whether the waves wili 
under any conditions make clouds 
condense into rain or prevent them 
from condensing. 

It is not to be expected, of course, 
that rain could be obtained from a dry 
sky, but normal conditions of the ‘air 
would leave much opportunity for 
weather control if the theory should 
prove workable, 

The total eclipse-of the sun on a 
path from Greelana to Persi 
is to be made the occasion for 
elaborate wireless experiments. Wire- 
less signals will be sent out from with- 
in the path of shadow and across the 
shadow, and the effect of the shadow 
ion these signals should give more 
| clews to the whole problem.—Saturday 
ivening Post. :

Relations of Farmers and Manufactur 
4re—Preeident Gordon and Me 
Charlee Dunning 


The recent annual meeting the 
Canadian Manufacturera’ LWOMBion 
in Montreal was noteworthy for The 
fact that Mr. Charles Dunning, mun- 
@ger of the Saskatchewan Co-Oper 
ative Company at Regina, delivered, 
On special invitation, a striking ad- 
dress on the problems of Western 
Canada. Mr. Dunning's frank bul 
friendly address was heartily received 
by the manufacturers, found 
much to ponder over in his remarks 
on the relations of the farmers and 
the manufacturers, and the Haat and 
the West. 

Mr. C, B, Gordon, the retiring 
President of the C.M.A., in his annual 
address, epoke {i some mensure along 
the same lines as Mr. Dunning, em 
phasising the desirability of better re 
lations being established between the 
farmers and the manufacturers, and 
pointing out that a gvod deal of the 
friction arose through misunderstand 
ing.

Bear No iil Will 

Qmmenting on the meeting, “The 
Journal of Commerce” of Montreal, 
of which Hon, W, S. Fielding, former 
‘Minister of Finance a the Laurler 
Government, is editor, deals as fol: 
lows with the questian of the relations 
between the farmers and the manu 
facturers: } 

“President Gordon of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association delivered 
an instructive and, in the main, fair- 
minded address yesterday afternoon 
on the present economic situation in 
Canada, though there may be parts 
of it that cannot be endorsed by all. 
It js refreshing to find that a repre. 
sentative of a particular clase in the 
community is able to take a large and 
detached view of an admittedly deli 
cate situation in which class interests 
have tod> largely predominated, Ex- 
tremists on both sides sometimes use 
language which tends to needlessly 
broaden the differences between nianu- 
facturer and farmer. The leading 
editorial in a recent {eeue of a well 
known farmers’ paper is a case in 
point, in which the programme of 
both the Liberal and the Conservative 
pamties in the Province of Ontarlo, 
was held up to merciless criticism 
because these were suid to deal ex- 
clusively with the interests of town 
and city dwellera and had little or 
nothing to say of the place and wel- 
fare of the farmer in our social econ- 
omy. The truth is, that the tremen- 
dous development that has taken 
place on the American continent in 
the last generation has been largely 
urban development, with Buropean 
problems and policies to be investi- 
gated. It is perfectly true, as Mr. 
Gordon suggests, that nelther the arti- 
fan nor the manufacturing classes 
have any ill-will toward the farming 
class, Nor is there any ill-will on the 
part of the farmers towards the manu- 
facturers, The interests @f the two 
Classes seem at times to comM@ict, It 
should be the work of thoughtful men 
On both sides to diminish the causes 
of difference and to bring about that 
friendly co-operation that is needed 
for the success of all. 

Home Market Necessary 

Mr. Gordon's remarks on the ques- 
tion of our tariff policy were moder- 
ate and on lines that will be largely 
approved. He told his auditors in no 
uncertain terms that they should not 
look for any immediate or cousider- 
able increase in the tariff, but rather 
that the future development of the 
tariff should be along scientific lines, 
Modified as it must be from time to 
time to meet particular probleme. 
Naturally, he claims the tariff ts not 
Tesponsible for any apparent lack of 
success in the farming industry. He 
appealed to the farmers to take ad- 
vantage of the great and continually 
increasing home market for cattle 
and dairy products, and drew attention 
to the contention that wheat farming 
ts a losing game in the West. The 
opinion was advanced that our Wes- 
tern farmers must adopt thé mixed 
farming methods of the Bast if they 
are to meet with the fullest measure 
of success. He deplored the fact that 
our stock industry {8 not as pros 
perous as it ought to be, and main- 
‘ined that the tariff could in no way 
be blamed for that state of affairs, 
Rather, he found here a particular 
{natance in which the tariff might be 
modified to meet a particular need,” 

Even those who entertain views on 
the tariff question which are not ea- 
ttrely in line with hie will find much 
in hie address for approval,

WHEN SKIPPERS MEET 
WITH BAD MISFORTUNE 


FATES THAT BREAK CAPTAINS 
WHO LOSE THEIR SHIPS 


Many a Capable Officer Loses His 
Chance of Ever Securing Anothe: 
Commission Should His Vesse! go 
Down--His Reputation as Navi- 
gator is Lost. 

In nine cases out of ten the captain 
who loses his ship is a broken man, 
Unless it be proved at the subsequent 
inquiry that the disaster was brought 
about by circumstances over which 
he had no control and that he did all 
in his power to minimize it, he will al. 
most certainsy lose his job. 

Occasionally a skipper shows such 
resource in his time of trial, and is so 
highly commended by the court, that 
the owners of the ship retain his ser- 
vices, but, as a rule, he knows he must 
look ont for other employment, 

If his certificate is suspended, even 
for a short time, his case is indeed a 


hard one, because he is unlikely to ob-! 


tain command of a ship again—at 
least, not in this country, says Lon- 
don Answers. 

Some years ago a fine ship was 
piled up on one of the most dangerous 
coasts in the world, 
en voyage, and she had a number of 
passengers on board, but, thanks to 


the skill of the captain, everyone was | 


safely landed, 

At the usual official inquiry the 
captain was highly commended, but 
on some technical point his certificate 
was suspended for a month. Regarded 
as, perhaps, the finest officer 
fleet, his career was at an end, and, 
after months of seeking work, he ob 
tained the post of harbormaster in a 
‘small port in South America, 

That is the tate of many a capable 
officer. Very occasionally some shore 
post may be given to a very old and 
clever officer who has lost his ves- 
sel, but as a rule he has to be con- 
tent with the command of some small 
coasting ship. Unfortunate British 
officers wili be found commanding a 
half-caste crew on the ocean byways 
of the world, or perhaps they obtain 
a post as skipper of a tug in a big 
foreign port where British influence 
is all powerful. 

He who gets a position as harbor- 
master must reckon himself particu- 
larly lucky; or be the fortunate pos- 
sessor of influence. He can never 
hope to reach the plums of the ser- 
vice, again, for he would not be em- 
ployed as first or second ofticer, ex 
cept in some small ship. 

Sometimes a skipper has saved upa 
little money, which he invests in a 
sailing coaster, but profits are small, 
and the dangers many, and it is not 
casy for a new man to pick up cargo, 
while the underwriters might have 
something to say. 

On very rare occasions a captain 
who has come into close touch with 
passengers or merchants whose cargo 
he has carried has so impressed them 
with his ability that when misfortune 
came they offered him a berth. Such 
cases have been heard of, and a sailor 
friend once told the writer of one he 
knew. 

In the navy it is the same, and more 
than one promising career has been 
nipped in the bud, The captain of the 
Montagu, lost on Lundy Island, was 
considered an exceptionally smart 
man, but he was lost to the navy, and 
joined the staff of one of the big ship- 
building firms. 

A naval officer has a pull over the 
mercantile man in this respect; he 
probably knows so much that some 
engineering or armament firm will be 
glad of his services, unless his in- 
capacity has been proved beyond 
doubt. 

Another officer of the same battle- 
ship was equally fortunate. Spend- 
ing several weeks or montlis over the 
work of attempted saivage,he gainea 
much experience in this side of mar- 
ine work, and subsequently joined a 
salvage company. The writer believes 
he was afterwards actually engaged 
in salvage work for the navy, although 
indirectly, through his company. 

The fate of the mate who is in 
charge at times of disaster is always 
bad. A ycar or two ago a second of- 
ficer shot himself from worry as a 
result of a collision, although, at the 
inquiry held afterwards, he was held 
entirely free trom blame,

LINOLEUM'S STORY 


Many Countries Supply the Ingredi- 
ents From Which it is Made 

Do you know that the ilnoleum you 
walk over each day represents pro- 
ducts from all the continents? 

We will begin with cork, which 
largely comes from North Africa. 
Here the bark is stripped from the 
trunk, and larger branches of the cork 
tree when they attain the age of 26 
years, 

The cork is conveyed from the for 
est to the nearest boiling station to be 
boiled in huge vats until the rough, 
woody part can be scraped off and the 
bark rendered pliable. It is next ship- 


ped to Spain, and trimmed there into | 


a dozen grades or more, rebaled and 
sent to linoleum factories. 

Linseed oil, from which 
derives its name, is obtained 
flax seed largely grown in 
and the Argentine. The flax is simil- 
arly thrashed to wheat when the crop 
is ripe. The seed is sent to an oil- 
crushing centre, cleansed, and the oil 
extracted by means ef crushing the 
seed between corrugated steel roll- 
ers. Then it is filtered, tanked and 
sent to the linoleum factories, 


Burlap, which acts as a cohesive | 
linoleum, is derived from jute, in 
India, Packed in bales, it is ship- 


ped to Dundee, Scotland, to be fur- 
ther treated into burlap, and then to 
the factories for the purpose of back- 
ing the linoleum.

some surpr.sing und highly interest. 
ing stories concerming the habits 


and customs of the Islanders, 

“There is one small island,” 
Cuptain Sinker, R.N.R., “where the 
women always propose marriage to 
the men, and if the man refuses the 
woman must kill herself. 

A young native who had been con- 
verted to Christianity visited the 
island, and a girl fell in love with him 
and proposed marriage. Unluckily, 
he was already engaged, and had to 
refuse, ‘dhe girl quietly resigned her- 
self to death, but this idea so revoited 
the young Christian native that he 
consulted a missionary, and asked 
what he ought to do—whether he 
ought to allow the girl to kill herself, 
or whether, to prevent this he ought 
to marry her, 

In the end it was agreed that ie 
should marry her, in spite of his en- 
gagement in another istand, and they 
became a very happy couple. There 
wus no doubt that the girl would have 
killed herself. The people of the 
island would have insisted on it. 

Captain “inker does not believe in 
clothes for natives, “Usually a Mel- 
anesian native’s great ambition is to 
possess some Huropean garment. He 
thinks that if he wears something 
which the yhite man wears, he is 
much more important and powerful 
What the garment is doesn't concern 
him at all. He will put on anything 
he can get hold of. The result is 
often most ludicrous. A native wo 
man once made a public appearance 
wearing thirteen petticoats, and a 
chief appeared in «a battered top hat 
and a waistcoat. 

This passion of uropean clothes 
has a bad effect on the natives’ health. 
When a mar has a complete suit his 
great idea is to spend the rest of his 
life in it, .nd he would be aghast if 
you suggested to him that he might 
occasionally take it off. 

Even when he swims he insists on 
keeping his ciothes on, and when he 
comes out of the water he makes no 
attempt to dry either himself or his 
clothes. They will sleep in the same 
clothes that they swim in, and they 
never see any necessity for washing 
them. The missionaries don’t encour- 
age them to wear clothes, It has been 
found that they are better in every 
away if they wear only a loin cloth. 

In one island it is the custom for 
the men to grow their hair very long, 
and to make an elaborate affaiy of it 
on the top of the head, but the am- 
bition of the women is to be perfect- 
ly bald. The difficulty is to cut the 
hair off. I have often seen women 
scraping their heads with pieces of 
broken bottles and gasning themselves 
badly in their efforts to-get the right 
effect, 

There are still a few cannibals and 
head hunter: in the less accessible 
parts of the islands. The cannibals’ 
idea is not so much to have a good 
meal as to gain power by eating some 
important personage. 

When two tribes fight, the plan of 
campaign is to kill the enemy's chief, 
and when he is killed the custom is 
for the victars to make a meal of him. 
By eating so powerful a man, they 
think they will gain power theniselves. 
It is this outlook which is Hable to 
make the »osition of the white man 
among cannibals rather a nerve-rack- 
ing one. He never knows when he 
will be needed for tonic purposes.

WAS FIRST WOMAN PHYSICIAN 


Fraulien Von Siebold Obtained Degree 
100 Years Ago 

Feminists should celebrate this 
year us the centenary of the first 
woman doctor, says the Frawikturter 
(Germany) Zeitung. It was in June, 
1814, that a Fraulien von Siebold, after 
studying at Goettingen and Darm- 
stadt, obtained her degree and passed 
the state examination in medicine aud 
surgery. 

In a short time her tame spread 
throughout the land, and in 1877 the 
University of Gliessen conferred upon 
her the degree of doctor, honoris 
causa, The next year she was called 
to assist the Duchess Louise of Co- 
bourg-Gotha, at the birth of her first 
son, Duke Ernest Ll. Fraulien von Ste- 
bold afterwards married Staff Surgeon 
Heidrenreich, She died in 1 

This, the German paper sa) dis- 
posed of the claim that the first 
female physician was an English wo 
man, Elizabeth Blackwell, who grad- 
uated in 1849, at Geneva, N.Y. She 
died a few year's ago at Hastings, Eng- 
land, aged 90. 

!f You Trespass 

Trespassing is detined legally to be 
the entering upon the land of another 
without his permission or against his 
will, Trespassers may be ‘peaceably 
ejected.”
